LORD JOHN RUSSELL’S LETTER AND THE CABINET 
POLICY. 


We refer our readers to the remarkable letter addressed by Lord 
John Russell to the electors of the City of London. In 1841 
his lordship was elected to represent the City of London, when 
he proposed an eight shilling fixed duty. He now frankly ad- 
mits that “observation snd experience have convinced him that 
“we ought to abstain from all interference with the supply of 
“ food,” and “that it is no longer worth while to contend for a 
‘fixed duty.” No course then could be more proper or more in 
keeping with the manly and upright character of the noble lord 
than to address his constituents, and through them the whole 
country, in the plain and unequivocal terms contained in that 
letter. His change of opinion is frankly admitted; his reasons 
are clearly stated. 

From the position which Lord John Russell occupied in the 
last ministry, and which he now occupies as leader of the oppo- 
sition in the House of Commons, the public are too apt to look 
upon the noble lord, in whatever capacity he appears, in the mere 
character of a rival to the present first minister, and as a candi- 
date for the honour of governing the country. Such a view of 
his present act we cannot but consider equally derogatory to 
the character of the noble lord and to the important subject which 
in this emergency he has wisely and, considering his eee 
lections, generously espoused. But Lord John Russell has already 
on many occasions aided Sir Robert Peel to carry those measures 
and to secure that policy which he deemed for the advantage of 
the country. Andif the impression which has latterly prevailed 
with regard to the policy which the right hon. bart. is now de- 
sirous to pursue, has any foundation in truth, we cannot but look 
upon the appearance of the noble lord's letter as the most timely aid 
which the minister could receive to assist him in that policy. Many 
weeks ago every organ of the press which is understood to ad- 
vocate the views of the Government plainly proclaimed the ne- 
cessity for opening the ports to save the country from a great 
impending danger. Day by day the danger has increased, but 
the minister, it is said, has been unable to prevail upon his col- 
leagues to adopt the only remedy of which the circumstances 
are susceptible. Lord John Russell has certainly not been pre- 
cipitate in offering to the minister the aid of his opinion, and the 
promise of his support. He has waited until numerous cabinet 
councils and many weeks have passed over before he has deemed 
it needful to express his views. 

But what use will Sir Robert Peel make of the noble Lord's 
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declaration? If it be true, and we are in no way disposed to 
doubt it, that the right hon. bart. has beefi desirous to open 
the ports, or to call parliament together in order to repeal the 
restrictions on the import of corn; and if it be true that he 
has only been prevented from doing so by the opposition of a 
portion of his colleagues, nothing certainly could be so well 
calculated to assist him in such a dilemma as the open avowal 
of the co-operation and support of the leader (in this question 
with his new views) of the whole of the opposition party. Sir 
Robert Peel can now no longer doubt his ability to carry out 
the policy which it is said he has been desirous of doing; and 
his colieagues who have hitherto objected cannot but feel their 
scruples materially lessened by seeing the adhesion of Lord 
John Russell to the course proposed by the head of the Ca- 
binet. It has indeed been suggested that the proposal ema- 
nating from the leader of the opposition is less likely 10 be 
adopted by the leader of the Government; but this is to sup- 
pose that the gravest interests of the country are to be sacri- 
ficed to the pettiest feeling of rivalry between two political 
parties. Besides, Sir Robert Peel would be placed in no 
new position, in being dependent on the support of his usual op- 
ponents for the success of his measures. And again, if adopting 
the policy indicated by Lord John Russell’s letter now, when it 
has n under discussion so long and not adopted, would de- 
prive Sir Robert Peel of some of the grace which would other- 
wise have accompanied so great a concession to improved know- 
ledge and present emergency, yet now at least in giving up a long 
cherished error, he will only be doing what Lord John Russell has 
also openly and frankly done. Until now both have clung to the 
principle of “ protection’’—they differed only in the mode, and in 
the extent to which it should be applied. And if we look back 
to the speeches of last session, much as those of Lord John Rus- 
sell showed progress on this question, those of Sir Robert Peel 
and Sir James Graham pointed even more distinctly to a time 
when it would be needful to relinquish the law. But if the time 
had ever to arrive, for what events would they wait to distinguish 
it so striking as those by which we are now surrounded. 

We therefore cannot agree with those who think that the de- 
claration made by Lord John Russell should deter Sir Robert 
Peel from following out a policy which otherwise he deemed right, 
and necessary for the country. On the contrary, we contend, 
that if the minister has been in earnest in his wish to adopt such 
a policy, he should look upon the noble lord’s letter, as we are 
sure it was intended, as an aid, and not as a difficulty. And 
if still the Cabinet adopts no means of giving relief to the coun- 
try,we must conclude that all the reports of their press organs and 
private friends have been mere cheats and delusions, or that they 
are now influenced by the most despicable and petty feelings of 
rivalry and party jealousy. 


But above all, we protest against this question being converted 
into one of a mere political party struggle. As such it would at 
this time be but of little value, while the best interests of the 
country would be placed in the most serious jeopardy. If Sir 
Robert Peel and his Cabinet will carry the measures required by 
the present emergencies, they will secure the most cordial sup- 
port of Lord John Russell, and the great majority of the liberal 
party; but if they will not, now that they are certain of their 
power ; if they will still leave the country to drift on from bad 
to worse, and to a repetition of all those sufferings and calamities 
which afflicted it from 1839 to 1843; then, with the knowledge 
which Sir Robert Peel has displayed on commercial legislation, 
with the principles which he has professed and acknowledged, 
he cannot but be regarded as false to his own convictions, 
and to the first duty which he owes his country; and then we 
believe, that before long the most powerful party that has existed 
in this country for a long time may be constructed out of all 
existing parties, whose great object will be to “ put AN END TO A 
SYSTEM WHICH HAS BEEN PROVED TO BE THE BLIGHT OF COMMERCE, 
THE BANE OF AGRICULTURE, THE SOURCE OF BITTER DIVISIONS 
AMONG CLASSES, THE CAUSE OF PENURY, FEVER, MORTALITY, AND 
CRIME AMONG THE PEOPLE.” 
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apprehensions of the future as has been the case during the last 
two months. When we have represented to parties connected 
with the responsible advisers of the Crown the enormous hazard 
to which the country has been and is exposed by presentscarcity and 
future threatened famine, the reply invariably has been—* Admit- 
ted, the price of food is dear, and, in all probability, will be still 
dearer; but the people are well employed at high wages, and the evil 
will bear a mitigated form.” We have every reason'to believe that 
this consideration has influenced the Government in its decision 
so far to remain passive in the present emergency. 

It is now several weeks since we emphatically warned our 
readers of the serious change of the prospects of the country from 
the enhanced price of food, which, within a short time, involved 
an additional weekly expenditure of no less than Four Hunprep 
Tuousaxn Powxns. That fact alone convinced us, as it could not 
fail to convince every one who duly reflected upon its conse- 
quences on the trade of the country, that however flattering and 
pleasing a prospect the condition of the labouring classes had 
presented, that litte time would elapse before that condition 
would be mentioned only in the past tense. Our fears and 
our warnings have been unfortunately realised with a rapidity 
and an intensity even greater than we anticipated. While yet the 
delusion of existing prosperity, full employment, and high wages, 
may throw their pieasing blandishments around the otherwise 
anxious discussions of the Queen's Cabinet Ministers, our great 
seats of industry present symptoms of the most unequivocal 
kind, that an alarming re-action has already set in, and is rapidly 
progressing, to diminish employment and reduce wages. : 

The department of trade which is most sensibly and speedily 
affected by any change in the condition of the great masses of the 
people, is the cotton manufacture of Lancashire, for the obvious 
reason that it furnishes by far the largest proportion of the cloth- 
ing of the labouring classes ; and, therefore, whatever circumstance 
reduces or increases their surplus means, after providing the bare 
necessaries of life, more immediately influences that trade than 
any other. The condition of the cotton trade may always be 
taken as the best barometer of the condition of the labouring 
masses. But the state of the cotton trade is not only to be re- 
garded as an unequivocal evidence of the general condition of the 
labouring population, but also as a secondary cause immediately 
affecting the condition of the largest number of artizans and work- 
people employed in any one trade. And although the cotton trade 
may be, for the reasons mentioned, always the first to feel any 
reverse which overtakes the country, yet experience has shown 
that its depression is the invariable precursor of a re-action in 
every other trade. 

For some weeks past there have been numerous evidences in 
the manufacturing districts of an interruption to the prosperity 
which they have experienced while food has been abundant and 
cheap. During the present week we have received many com- 
munications on the sudden change which has taken place, and 
from tiem we have selected a few from correspondents in Man- 
chester, which are not only the most temperate and moderate in 
their tone, but which proceed from parties whose position en- 
titles their opinions to the greatest respect, and whose personal 
characters are the best guarantee for the most scrupulous accu- 
racy. 

One correspondent writes thus— 

With the gradually advaucing price of food, we have seen the extent of 
our business operations gradually diminish, and the prices of ali our various 
staple manufactures have very seriouslyffallen. About six months ago, { 
72 reed calicoes of good quality, and of a class very extensively manufac- 
taved and consumed, sold 6s. 6d. per piece of 28 yards; but to day 5s. 6d. 
could not be obtained for a large quantity. Nine-eighth 66 reeds 9 ell 40 in. 
shirtings, largely shipped to the East Indies and China, were then worth 
10s, 44d. per piece ; now only 9s., and very difficult of sale. 30°s water twist 
for the Continent, was 11}d. per Ibis 9}d. 40°s mule twist for the East, 
11$d. is 93d. These reductions in value do not convey an adequate idea of 
the losses sustained by our manufacturers in consequence of this change, 
and indeed revulsion , for at the former period the demand was most urgent 
and active, whilst at the present time large sales cannot be at all effected, 
and if forced, secret terms would be submitted to which could not be other- 
wise than ruinous. Wages are lowering, and the working of short time is 
begun , hence our workpeople have again diminished earnings to support 
themselves upon higher priced food. We uniformly find that when foo. is 
cheap, the women and younger class of children are kept more at 
home, and are less seen in our manufactories; andj that when food 
becomes dear these members of families are sent out to work; and, 
of course, they only offer their services when least required, and there- 
by become competitors in our labour market when a period of depres- 
sion has arrived. Of 35 calico printing establishments only six are working 
full Lime, the remaining thirty not working an average exceeding two days 
per week! Our bankers are unquestionably ‘tight * with their customers, 
and merchants are not disposed to seek mouey favours with which to make 
precarious investments. The shipping season, for goods and yarae, has al- 
most closed for this year ; and merchants are complaining that upon large 
stocks, bought for the winter's trade, and now held abroad, great losses have 
we an eae to, _— agree — —— the deficient harvest 
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Finer yarns have suffered a like depression, the average decline being more 
than 10 yer cent. 

Coarse calicos (domestics), which sold two months ago at prices equal to 
104 and 11d per Ib, are‘now offered at 9d to 10d per Ib. 

27 inch - reed printing calicos sold at 5s to 5s 3d, are offered at 4s 6d and 4s 94 
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all other descriptions of cotton goods have been reduced in a like proporti 
but I forbear troubling you with details. < oN 

Now this not the whole evil; all my inquiries lead me to assert, that of 
the last six weeks’ produce of our‘works not more than one week's make | 
has found a market, nor would it, without a much greater sacrifice than | 
the figures I now give you. 

Already ns power looms are standing in our mills. Some thousands 
will be idle within the next fortnight; hand-loom weavers find work wtih 
difficulty. Bleachers and dyers are in little better condition, whilet opera- 
tive calico printers have not had “ half" work for more than two months, 
The workers in spinning mills (that is, where yarn only is produced) and 
mechanics are still fully employed but there are aiready sad indications 
that they will not long be an exception to the general rule, 

Tam no alarmtst, but my reeollection of the past will not permit me to 
be a silent spectator of the widde-spread distress which threatens again to 
overwhelm our devoted population. 

I shall never forget the years 1810 and 1841, nor will the hundreds of 
honest and industrious workers dependent on my well-doing for their com- 
orts if not existence. My case is that of ali engaged in like pursuits, and 
whatever may be the party polit'cal views of our manufacturers, they are 
agreed with me, that our ruin “might” have been mitigated, if not pre- 
vented, had wiser councils governed our legislature. 

“T have purposely understated my case, Sales have been made at much 
lower prices than I have marked, but as they are forced ones I have not no- 
ticed them. 

“ The alarm is great among our manufacturers, and you may look for short 
time, and reduction in wages, as certain. 

A third writes as follows :— 


“ The present reverse will lead to working short time very soon. You will 
find that the spinners and manufacturers will not make for stock, as they 
did before. First will come short time—next a reduction of wa During 
the last two years of low priced food, the wages of the mill hands have ad- 
vanced 20 per cent. I predict avery bad state of things in this part of the 
country, unless something be done to give confidence. 

“ They do not seem to know at headquarters what are our condition and 
prospects here. But it ought to be known. They are consoliag themselves 
with the idea that we shall have full employment, and be able to pay their 
prices for food.” 

Communications, both by letter and personally, enable us with 
the greatest confidence to give the above extracts to our readers, 
as conveying a truthful and at least not an overchaged description 
of the altered condition of the manufacturing districts in Lanca- 
shire? We have purposely included in these extracts some of the 
technical details of the business in order to show those who may 
be disposed and who are best able to cavil with the statements, 
that they are based on facts rather understated than overstated. 

At a meeting held at Bolton last week, Mr Henry Ashworth 
stated that 

“ With regard to the present question, as to a scarcity of wheat, it might 
be inferred from its present price. A short time azo it was 45s, and now 
it was65s; or in other words, bread that was44 for the 4 Ib loafwas now 644. 
—(Hear. hear.) Oatmeal and other provisions had risen also to a greater 
or Jess extent, and if these high prices continued, the pressure would in- 
crease and be unavoidably productive of distress and misery. He had ,told 
them of the difference between the price of bread now and a short time ago. 
That morning he had placed in his hands, by some of his workpeople, 4 
statement of the difference between the cost of bread to their familics now 
and a short time ago ; and out of the number he had selected four familics, 
which would be about an average. These four had about thirty-four 
members in their families, taking them together, and he found the increase 
amounted to from 53 6d to 7s 1141 per week—or, in other words, rather 
more than an increase of a penny a day for each individual—young and old. 
Now in the borough of Bolton there were about—he would say—at least 
50,000 individuals ; and taking the locality round about, there would be 
50,000 more. Supposing them to be all as well fed as his own workpeople 
(which he trusted they were), 100,000 persons, at a penny a day of a sac- 
rifice, in Bolton, and its locality alone, would, from the present increase In 
the price of grain, amount to 3,000/ per week, as compared with its late 
price. 

Mr. Thomasson, another extensive manufacturer, who had made 
his own caleulations without any communication with Mr. Ash- 
worth, stated, that he had estimated the additional weekly expen- 
diture for food of the town of Bolton now, compared with what It 
was some time ago, at 2,500/; and added the following startling 
illustration of the consequence of that advance on the condition of 
the people. Mr. Thomasson said— 


“ Let them make calculations, and ask their wives at home how much 
more was paid for flour, oatmeal, &., than was paid three or four mouths 
since? Now, that 2,500/ was a mighty sum if it was properly exanied. 
As an illustration he would give them an instance. In his new mill about 
250] a-week were pela in wages. Now it would take ten such mills ss that 
to pay in wages the amount which they now paid for fuod in addition to 
What they paid a few months since. Such was the effect produced by the 
late advanee in the prices of food. It was tantamount to workpeople being 
employed at ten mills all the week fur nothing.” 
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over the w i \. en supposi as yet no mate- 
ac amount of employment, yet it is quite obvious in- 
creased cost of the necessaries of life is tantamount to a diminution 
of wages to the whole extent, as far as the ability of the consumer 
is concerned to command clothing, or other less immediately ne- 
cessary articles. It is quite clear that in the town of Bolton, if 
2,500/ or 3,000/ are expended more for food, there is so much less 
to expend in all other articles; and what is true with respect to 
Bolton, is equally so with respect to the whole kingdom. 

Butin addition to this misfortune in Bolton, we learn from a cor- 
respondent that the Bolton spinners, having experienced the same 
diminished demand, as is oo in our Manchester letter 
quoted above, “that out of the last six weeks’ produce, not 
more than one week's has found a market,” have resolved 
to reduce their time of working to ¢en hours a day. Thus 
while the cost of the food of Bolton is increased by 2,5001 a 
week, the wages earned will now be at least one-sixth less, which 
will be equivalent to even a Jarger sum in further reduction of the 
means of the working population of that town, to matory food and 
other necessaries. But here again, what is taking placein Bolton, is 
also being experienced to a lesser or greater degree, in other 
places. Universally throughout the kingdom, in the manufacturin 
as well as in the agricultural districts, the increased price of fo 
is tantamount to so much reduction of wages; and very generally 
throughout all the manufacturing districts is that evil aggravated 
by a diminished amount of employment. And the next obvious 
and certain consequence must be, in addition to those two-fold 
evils, a reduction of wages. Oneof our Manchester correspond- 
ents says, “ we ae find, that when food is cheap the women 
and younger class of children are kept more at home, and are less 
seen in our manufactories ; but when food becomes dear, these mem- 
bers of families are sent out to work, and of course they only thus 
offer their services when least required, and thereby become com- 
petitors in our labour market when a period of depression has ar- 
rived.” But besides this immediate and intelligible effect on the 
rate of wages, another is not less obvious, If the best mills are 
obliged to run “short time” from a reduced demand and a lower 
price, the second rate and inferior mills are obliged to stop alto- 
gether. If the wealthy capitalist is able to go on and accumulate 
stock with “short time,” his less wealthy competitor must either 
force sales at ruinous prices, which will soon compel him to close 
his mill, or he must do so as a measure of precaution before he is 
ruined ; and in either case, a number of workpeople are thrown 
out of employment, and that additional competition for work is 
thus brought about, which must end in a necessary reduction of 
wages. 

Thus we have the certain chain of consequences :—prar Foon, 
LESSENED EMPLOYMENT, and LOWER WAGES. 

But we know there are many who flatter themselves that the great 
demand for labour, which must be experienced for the next two 
years to come, in the construction of railways now in progress, will 
materially mitigate the effect of dear food on the condition of the 
labouring classes. We would, however, have such to reflect how the 
means are to be found to construct the railways in question, when 
the whole trade and monetarial affairs of the country are so deranged 
as they are likely to be. There is not only, under such circum- 
stances, a comparative suspension of the accumulation of capital 
necessary to furnish the successive calls for such works, but there is 
a very greatand unusual absorption of capital represented by the 
accumulated stock of goods, and by the higher price of food. If, 
under such circumstances, capital be applied by individuals to the 
formation of railways when it isscaree and dear, it will only be so 
much abstracted from the fund which would otherwise be applied 
to sustain commeree and manufactures. If railways, therefore, find 
more employment under such circumstances, manufactures will 
furnish correspondingly less. Every additional application of capital, 
as long as it can be spared, is an addition to the demand for labour, 
and increases the prosperity of the country, but if capital cannot be 

ed, but must be diverted or withheld from other usual occupa- 
tions, then the labour to which its application gives rise is more 
than neutralised by what it withdraws from other occupations. In 
this view, therefore, we are disposed to look upon the unusual absorp- 
tion of capital in railways, at a period when, it is obvious, it will be 
with difficulty spared, rather as an aggravation than a mitigation of 
the difficulties which now threaten us. 

But the really practieal and important question which now sug- 
gests itself to every man who has the future well-being of his country 
at heart is, 

ARE OUR IMPENDING EVILS WITHOUT A REMEDY? 


Is there no way by which the mischief which it is evident must arise 
from present scarcity and threatened famine can be mitigated? In 
the letter which Lord John Russell has addressed to the electors of the 
City of London, he capeae an opinion distinctly and unequivocally, 
that “forethought and bold precaution may avert any serious evils ;” 
while “ indecision and procrastination may produce a state of suffer- 
“ ing which it is frightful to contemplate.” 

This isa sentiment in"which we most sincerely concur, and which, 
for weeks past, we have pressed upon our readers. It is quite true 
that the harvest cannot be made less defective in quality or deficient 
in quantity ; it may be true that the “ potato rot” cannot be arrested ; 

it is certain that, at least for some time to come, the price of food 
must be dear ; “ but forethought and bold precaution,” by at once re- 
moving all the restraints which at this moment interfere with the 
importation of grain, would not only materially mitigate the deficiency,

is vot only idle but impious to charge our 
tious seasons. In the midst of admitted and severe scarcity, we re- 
tain a law which not only practically prohibits the introduction of 
corn until the price has reached an extreme rate, but which, by its 
operation, tends to derange the foreign exchanges, to induce toa 
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drain of bullion, to confidence and credit. 
Now we sincerely believe, and it is essential that the great mer- 
eantile and manufacturing classes should bear in mind the fact, 


that all these serious aggravations of difficulties with which they are 
now threatened may in a great measure be avoided by “forethought 
and precaution.” For some weeks past we have taken much pains 
to discover and show the resources which we have at this time in 
the United States, if we will avail ourselves of them. We have 
shown that there is but one way by which that can be done. We 
have shown that if our ports were now opened and all restrictions 
removed from the import of grain, large quantities would be introduced 
from the United States a as required during the next 
year, in a way which would not derange our currency, but which, on 
the contrary, would promote an extensive demand for our manu- 
factures in return, and that thus some of the most important evils 
which we have already shown as threatening the manufacturing dis- 
tricts at this moment may be greatly averted. Food might still be, 
dear, but employment would be more plentiful, and wages higher. 
The discredit and want of confidence which arise from the derange- 
ments under the sliding scale would be obviated, and our merchants, 
mannfactarers, and working classes, would be saved from sufferin 
“which it is frightful to contemplate.” Butwehaverecently dwelt 
so much on the advantages which would arise from “forethought 
and bold precaution,” by relieving our trade of all restraints, com- 
pared with the “ indecision and procrastination’’ which now leaves us 
exposed to all the evils of the sliding scale, that we shall now only 
press upon our readers the simple fact, that, suffer what they 
may, or fear what they may, it is in the power of the Govern- 
ment altogether to avert many, and to mitigate ail the dangers which 
threaten us, But they must act with energy and decision. 





LOW PRICED WHEAT—HIGH PRICED BREAD—THE 
SLIDING SCALE. 


In Lord John Russell’s letter to the electors of the city of Lon- 
em his lordship thus alludes to the present sliding scale of 
uties :— 

“ Another evil, however, under which we are suffering, is the fruit of 
ministerial counsel and parliamentary law. It is the direct consequence of 
an act of t, passed three years ago, on the recommendation of the 
resent ofthe Crown. By this law grain of all kinds has been made 
subject to very high duties on importation. These duties are so contrived 
that the worse the quality of the corn, the higher is the duty; so that when 
wheat rises to 70s a quarter the average price of all wheat is 57s or 58s, and 
the duty 15s or 148 a quarter. Thus the corn barometer points to fair, 
while the ship is bending under a storm.” 

Were there no other objection to the sliding scale than this, it 
would be sufficient to condemn the law as one which does not and 
cannot carry into effect the views even of those who contrived and 
enacted it. The price of wheat is frequently an unfair indication 
of the price of bread, for by the present law a high duty is often 
retained when bread is unusually dear. The failure of the law, 
and its cruel operation on the consumer in this respect, were 
never more obvious than at the present time. Were there no 
other consideration to influence ministers at this moment, the ob- 
vious failure and exception to their own principle should be a suf- 
ficient reason for an unusual interference to avert the impending 
evils of their system. It is contended by some that wheat is not 
now a high price. That, however, is at present a real evil to the 
country. en do not eat wheat, which: 1s said to be cheap, but 
the bread which they do eat, made from the low-priced wheat, is 
dear. A high price of bread determines the quantity which the 
labourer can obtain ; but a low price of wheat is the guage of the 
duty for the admission of a greater quantity. The present duty 
on wheat has no reference to the price of bread, but is determined 
by that of a most unequal and generally inferior quality of wheat. 
The cruel effect of this injurious system is ined extremely 
obvious by a comparison for several years of the prices of bread 
and the price of wheat. This comparison we have made for the 
Ist week of November in each of the ten years, and it is as follows:

It will be seen that only at three former periods during these 
years has the price of bread been as dear, or dearer, than in the 
present month.

~ Sm of this obvious and self-committed fraud upon our- 
selves is too plain to require any comment; but the following, 
from a recent number of the Scofsman, clearly and forcibly illus- 
trates the same peculiar evil which this law at present inflicts.

46s, _A year of real 
searcity has come, aud now it cheats the consumer, by making the aduis- 
sion of foreign corn dependent on a FICTITIOUS AVERAGE Ids above the 
RKAL AVERAGE. Tie difference in price between the best and the worst 
quality in Haddington market was no Jess than 40°. In the corresponding 
week of 1844 it was only 22s. The low price whieh so large a portion of the 
present crop brings is owing to deficiency of YIELD quite as much as to 
deficiency of quality. A given quantity of the inferior grain wiil yield 
thirty to thirty-five per cent less tlour than the same quality of the supe- 
rior. The result is, that the real rise is much gieater than the apparent, 
and while the Gazeile tells us that the price of wheat is 568, we are paying 
at the rate of 70s for our BREAD. Iu the Edinburgh market, on Wednesday, 
the extremes of price were still greater. Wheat ranged trom 34s to 8s, 
and iu weight from 52 pounds the bushel to 66.” 


SIR ROBERT PEEL AS A LABOURER AND AS A 
STATESMAN. 


Tuexe is one aspect under which the Prime Minister's late feat of 
lifting the first clod for the formation of the Trent Valley Railway 
deserves more consideration than it has received. He left the 
councils of the state, where his voice decrees peace or war, brings 
famine on the nation, or permits 1t to escape by its industry from 
such a dire calamity; he left, for a brief season, ail the cares of 
empire to perform one of the most common and worst-paid ser- 
vices of the meanest labourer; he left the treasury chambers, 
where crowds of servile adulators wait his commands to struggle 
for a moment with nature, who recognizes no flatterers, and can 
only be subdued by knowledge and exertion; he quitted a sick 
couch and braved some prejudices, to encourage, by his example, 
a useful but at present a somewhat decried species of industry ; 
he is, for the moment, our emperor, and like the Emperor of 
China, who, in solemn state, honours the labour of the agricul- 
tarist by holding the plough, he went forth to work, and conferred 
all the honour and all the encouragement which his high station 
enables him to confer on common digging; in one word, the Prime 
eet of England voluntarily submitted to be a humble la- 
urer. 

He did this to encourage railway making. Now, though rail- 
ways are, on the whole, models of ingenuity, full of wonderful 
proofs of man’s power and skill, they are not made merely for 
themselves. ‘They are intended to answer a great and a beneficial 
purpose. Commonly it is said that they are intended to promote 
communication, So they are; but mere communication, though 
man be gregarious, is not the ultimate end of railways. If they 
only, like a tea party, brought people together to pass an hour in 
pleasant trifling, they would notbe made. The purpose of making 
them is far more earnest. They save the time of the industrious 
classes. They enable men of business to transact more business. 
They are the means of conveying food and clothing, and comforts, 
and luxuries, from whence they are little wanted to where they 
are more wanted; from whence they are of little value to where 
they are of more value. They increase the produce of industry, 
and add to the sum of enjoyments. ; 

Their uses, when ultimately analysed, all go to augment the 
supply of food. That being the prime object of all industry— 
for it is only when man is oneal of abundance of food that he 
can devote himself to the state or attend to the fine arts and 
sciences—if railways diminished that supply they could not be 
povsiahe, and then only some despot would make them. The

to market by them, gains time, gains money, and is thereby en- 
abled to produce more cattle or more aoe He sets aeab ane!

CHARITY AS A REMEDY IN CASE OF FAMINE. 


Cnanity is the national error of Englishmen—generally a very 
mischievous—ofien a very ostentatiens one. Alms-giving 18 Cou- |) 
sidered by us as the certain panacea for most social evils; and it |) 
is by getting up a subscription that we testify our sense of merit, 
our sympathy for misfortune, and our gratitude for public 
services. Ifa widow is left with seven small children,—if a gen- 
tleman in easy circumstances meet with a fearful railway accident 
—if a private individual procures the passing of a valuable legis- 
lative measure—if a diplomatist conducts a successful negate 
—if the followers of any particular branch of labour are inade- 
quately remunerated ; in each case alike a contribution is set - 
foot, and a gift of money is the universal salve. It is at once t “ 
readiest, the easiest, and the coarsest medicament,—and natural y 
approves itself to a people at once rich, tender-hearted, and lazy. 


Now we are very uneasy in noticing the strong disposition 
which has been manifested in many quarters to apply this same 
remedy to the extensive suffering which the failure of our wheat 
and potato crops threatens to inflict upon our country. ‘There 1s 
strong excitement on the subject, and a sort of undefined — 
lution that something must be done to prevent our poor from dying 
of starvation, which, if not rightly directed, may well justify our 
alarm—for we do not know a more frightful spectacle than that 
of a number of people tumultuously rushing to do good. a 
many most respectable organs of public opinion, alarmed at . 
prospect of the famine which unquestionably impends on Ireland, 
and which must in part recoil upon the lowes classes of our ow 
country,—are not only preaching the necessity of charitable sub- 
scriptions on a great scale to feed the poor during the coming 
crisis, but have not hesitated to advocate a parliamentary grant 
to Ireland, to the extent of three millions, for a similar purpos¢; 
in addition to finding artificial employment for the population o! 
the sister country in draining waste lands, &c., at the public 
expense. 
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We therefore wish to call our countrymen to pause, 
and before acting «or urging Parliement to ect, in this matter, 
to consider well whether such charitable grants are the 
proper way, or would be an effective way, of meeting the evil 
—— Now, in the et - a we have to comand 
with is, not the high price . d aewraite:e farei- the ig 
price being merely the symption of thescarcity. Here is an actual 
deficiency of sound ea provisions :—how can a grant of three 
millions remedy this deficiency? “ Why” (says the charitable), 
“it will enable the poor, and those whose little crops have 
failed, to buy food, which otherwise they could not buy.”” Very 
true,—but it will enable them only to buy that food which, but for 
this charitable aid, others not so assisted would have bought ;—that is, 
it will enable them to take the bread out of the mouths of certain 
others of their countrymen. It will not augment the quantity of 
food to be distributed—it will only vary the distribution of it. 
It: is perfectly clear that, unless you increase the quantity of 
food, any amount of money that you give in charity, can have no 
other effect than that of raising the price of food,—since it merely 
brings more customers into the market, or augments the purchas- 
ing power of existing customers. To vote three millions, there- 
fore, to buy food for the Irish, wou!d be to vote three millions 
into the pockets of the growers of corn,—that is, first of the 
farmers, and then of the landlords; and is a measure, in conse- 
sequence, which is certain to be warmly supported, both in and 
out of parliament. It would be to give three millions more for the 
SAME QUANTITY OF FOOD, or to raise the price to a very consider- 
able extent. The poor English therefore, who would pay the 
money, would be doubly injured and impoverished thereby,— 
frst by the payment of the three millions aga charitable gift, and 
then again, by having to pay three millions more for their food, 
without obtaining one additional mouthful thereby. 

The same remarks apply equally to all charities on a smaller 
scale. In times of scarcity, the only two ways in which it is 
possible to relieve the poor, is either by increasing the amount of food, 
or by diminishing the consumption among the easy classes. ‘To put 
food into the month of a poor man who cannot purchase it, is to 
take it out of the mouth of another man, only a degree less poor, 
who could and would have purchased it. 

Now, we know that neither the exercise of private charity, nor 
the grant of a parliamentary sum, would diminish the consumption 
of food among the richer classes. Food is what they never eco- 
nomise in. Would then such a grant increase the quantity of 
food available for use in the country ? 

Itis clear, on a moment’sconsideration, that it could only do sy, 
under our present law, by raising the price at home, Three 
millions now thrown intothe corn market (i. ¢. distributed among 
the purchasers of bread) would no doubt so enhance the price of 
wheat as to hasten the period at which, by the rise of the 
averages, foreign corn would be admitted at a nominal duty. But 
this is the utmost it could do; and this could only be effected 
by running ap ivferier qualities of wheat to a price far beyond 
their real walue. So that, in fact such a grant would not in- 
crease the fvod available for the country’s use by a single bushel, 
till the whele amount of it had been paid into the pockets of the 
landlords; and it is very questionable whether, by the time that 
necessary preliminary operation had been accomplished, Europe 
would not have so forestailed us in the markets of America, as to 
leave no surplus whatever for the supply of our tardy demand. 

If indeed the three millions were, by the express condition of 
i} of the grant, devoted to the purchase of corn in the American 
} market, it migkt bring us home a supply of 1,500,000 of quar- 
ers ;* but mark what the result would be. On each of these 
quarters we should have to pay a duty of 14s, cr one third of the 
cest price. So that only 1,000,000 of quarters, on a rough calcu- 
| dation, would reach our famishing population, out of the sui voted 
| for cheir relief. 

if to escape from the flagrant folly of this Penelopean policy, 
Sir Robert Peel were to open the ports, and admit duty free the 
food which, by such a grant as we have supposed, he would ac- 
knowledge to be indispensable for our people, the grant would 
then, we believe, be unnecessary; any supply that America 
could afford would then be brought hither by merchants in the 
regular course of trade, and employment—not eleemosynary aid— 
would enable the people to purchase it. 

UVuless, however, the purts are opened, we think we have 
made it clear that any grant of money to feed the Irish or our 
own poor would be merely so much voted to the landlords, and 
should be seouted as a gross agricullural son; and that even 
individual charity can afford no real relief to distress arising from 
scarcity of food, The only two ways in which the best inten- 
tioned men can mitigate the evils of a scarcity are, to procure 
more food or eat less,

BOMBAY FAMINE IN 1812. 


THe produce of the island itself being so extremely smal! compared 
to the demand, it follows that Bombay must import all its grain, and, 
as a matter of course, the corn dealers form a most important set of 
men. ‘These persons draw their supplies of rice in ordinary tim: s 
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chiefly from the Malabar coast, which lies between 
and not very far to the south while they 
wheat, maize, and some other , from the 
Mahratta states, lying directly to the eastward.

alive for fifteen months, even had there not arrived in the port ap- 
other corn ship in the interval. This position of things gave rise te 
one of the most tangibly interesting questions of political economy 
which I ever remember to have heard discussed. 

In all cases of approaching famine, there is another very sensitive 
test beside that of. actual hunger, by which the true state of these 
political-economical questions may be judged of—I mean the purses 


of those who have to supply the wants of families, 6f women and 


children; and it is then that the corn-merchants learn, with wonder- 
ful precision, what is likely to be the state of the demand. On this 
occasion it was observable in Bombay, that, as each successive hour 
passed off without rain, up went the value of corn ; but, although in 
this way the price soon became very high, it was still so much lower 
than was eagerly given in the north, at Guzerat, and elsewhere, in 
these countries where the prospect of famine was now almost certain, 
that the corn dealers of Bombay hastened to load every vessel they 
could lay hold of to export their rice to markets where it was in 
such superior demand. Of course this exportation contributed to 
augment the price at Bombay, while fresh crowds of starving natives 
were pouring in every hour, and adding to the nuthber of mouths, 80 
as to give a most critical and interesting character to the situation of 
affairs. 

“ What is to be done ?” said some of the members of the Govern- 
ment, justly alarmed ; “ shall we shut the harbour altogether against 
the export of grain, and since we have one year’s certain supply on 
hand, secure our existence for that period, under all circumstances ? 
It is next to certain that, long before the year expires, additional sup- 
plies will pour in from Bengal and other places in which no failure 
of crops ever takes place. The cost will, no doubt, rise greatly in 
the bazaar here, and much misery will be the consequence, espe- 
cially to those unhappy strangers who are rolling in upon us like 
the waves of the sea. Besides, self-preservation is the first law of 
nature, and as we have food, shall we not rather keep it while we 
have it than risk having none, by allowing it to be exported, on the 
mere chance of more coming in? If we permit those countries 
where the famine rages to buy up our in, it can prove but a single 
meal to them, while it will be certain death to us.” 

Other members of the council held, that to shut Bombay against 
the export of grain, but to open it for imports, would be the very 
means of producing the calamity so much dreaded. “The instant 
you shut the port,” said they, “all experience shows that the grain 
speedily rises to the famine price, and as this necessarily places it 
beyond the reach of the famishing crowds who are flying to this spot, 
which they believe, and not without reason, to be one of wealth and 
plenty, they will die in thousands amongst us. f 

“‘fo feed the whole population for many months will be impos- 
sible; let us serve out the stock of provisions as carefully as we 
please ; for it will be out of the question to discriminate between our 
own proper inhabitants and the strangers whom the famine else- 
where has driven upon our resources. It will prove quite in vain to 
give notice that famine prevails here likewise ; the natives of all the 
adjacent countries are too strongly impressed with the idea of our 
inexhaustible resources to believe any such assertions, and, in spite 
of all we can say or do, they will find their way here like flocks of 
wild fowl.” 

“The only method,” continued these experienced and vigorous 


minded men, “to avert much of the evil, and, in the most genuine } | 


sense of the words, to extend our influence and popularity, by really 
doing good to the inhabitants of India, whether they be our imme- 
diate inhabitants or not, is to adopt at once the manly step of declar- 
ing that the port of Bombay shall not be shut under any circum- 
stances. Let us give out that, come what may, the corn merchants 
shall be at liberty, as heretofore, freely to export their grain whenever 
they conceive it most for their interest to do so. At the same time, 
let us take every means to let our wants be known in those parts of 
the country where there has been no failure of the crops. Indeed 
this is hardly necessary; for the fact of an approaching famine in 
these regions has been already communicated to the remotest corner 
of the Peninsula; and at this instant,” said these gentlemen, “ hun- 
dreds of vessels are probably taking in cargoes of grain for this coast. 
Now, as Bombay a to be situated near the southern extremity 
of the districts which are threatened with fumine, every one of these 
vessels must pass by us, on their way to the Gulfs of Cambay and 
Cutch; and, if they be not deterred by our indiscreet legislation, 
every grain ship will have an obvious interest in looking into this 
port. Our harbour is so easy of access, is so commodious, its anchor- 
age dues are so light, and, above all, it lies so directly in the track 
of these vessels on their way to the famine countries, while it is a 
couple of hundred miles short of them, that the merchants must na- 
turally wish to terminate their voyage here, if they can do so with a 
fair profit on their adventure, rather than proceed so much farther to 
the north in search of a market. 

“On the other hand, if we unwisely shut our 
we shall deprive all these corn ships of a free choice in this matter, 
And thus, while we selfishly forbid. the export of grain, we may vir- 
tually be shutting ourselves out from its introduction at all. If we 
are merely to allow ships to bring in their corn, without permitting 
them to carry it away sguia when the market does not please them, 
we shal! o bly exclude them altogether. 

“But if we boldly fling open our gates to all goers as well as 


rt against exports, 
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take a peep in to learn what our prices 
whether, upon the whole, it may not be the most profitable course to 
sell their at Bombay for a much smaller sum of money than to 
lose aenjent tases other risks, in too greedily hunting for famine 
prices along the shores ef Guzerat.” j 
Fortanately, the governor and council were finally agreed on this 
. and it was decided to keep the port open. But, although no 
rther controversy took place at head quarters, there was stirred up 
a vast dealof angry discussion out of the council chamber. 










































































The cunning corn’ dealers who had set on these petitioners knew 
right well that the abundance of ee grain would turn entirely 
upon the degree of freedom with which the port was left open for 
that quantity to overflow which was not required. What they wanted, 
in short, was the monopoly of the market. ; : 

The secretary explained to a deputation of natives who had waited 
on him that the persons who had expressed so much anxiety about 
the possibility of a famine at the presidency et rest assured that 
an unrestricted trade in corn was the wisest policy the government 
could pursue, not only for the security of Bombay itself, but for the 
relief of the countries in the neighbourhood which were sufferin 
from the famine. He likewise urged that, as it was the custom with 
the grain dealers of the island always to keep one year’s stock in 
store for the average home consumption of the island, they could 
themselves regulate the supply, the prices, and all the other details 
of the trade, much better than the Government or any of the mercan- 
tile communities of Bombay. 

The consequences which followed were in the highest degree im- 
portant and satisfactory ; for, although the grain merchants set about 
exporting rice in great quantities to the northward, the prices in- 
stantly fell at Bombay when the doubts were ended. It frequently 
happened, also, that when several vessels came into the harbour to- 
gether, one or more of them actually tripped their anchor a few hours 
afterwards on learning the prices, and sailed off to the north in quest 
of a better market, while the others preferred landing their cargoes 
and starting back for more, with the full intention, as they said, of 
looking in again as they passed. 

I confess that it required no small faith in the soundness of these 
doctrines to witness the departure of well-freighted corn-ships when 
we ourselves were on the very edge of starvation. Many men 
trembled who had never quaked before ; and the period between the 
positive decision of the Government and the full operation of this 
trial of the free-trade principle was one of intense anxiety even to 
those who felt surest of their ground.—Capt. Basil Hall's Fragments

LORD JOHN RUSSELL’S LETTER TO THE ELECTORS 
OF THE CITY OF LONDON. 


Genxt_emen—The present state of the country, in regard to its 
supply of food, cannot be viewed without apprehension. Forethought 
and bold precaution may avert any serious evils— indecision and pro- 
crastination may produce a state of suffering*which it is frightful to 
contemplate. ‘hree weeks ago it was generally expected that par- 
liament would be immediately called together. The announcement 
that ministers were at that time to advise the Crown 
to suinmon newman g and to propose on their first meeting a sus- 
pension of the import duties on corn, would have caused orders at 
ence to be sent to various ports of Europe and America for the pur- 
chase and transmission of grain for the consumption of the United 
Kingdom. 

An order in council dispensing with the law was neither necessary 
nor desirable, No party in parliament would have made itself re- 
sponsible for the obstruction of a measure so urgent and so beneficial. 

The Queen's ministers have met, and separated, without affording 
us any promise of such seasonable relief. It becomes us, therefore, 
the Queen's subjects, to consider how we can best avert, or at all 
events mitigate calamities of no ordinary magnitude. 

_ Two evils require your consideration. One of these is the disease 
in the potatoes, affecting very seriously parts of England and Scot- 
land, and committing fearful ra in Ireland. The extent of this 
evil has not yet been ascertained, and every week, indeed, tends 
either to reveal unexpected disease, or to abate in some districts the 
alarm previously entertained. But there is ove misfortune peculiar 
to.the failure in this particular crop. The effect of a bad corn har- 
vest is, in the first place, to diminists the supply in the market, and to 
raise the price. lience diminished consum and the. privation 
¥ doviggent on ty, by amend oo whole stock is more equally dis- 

over the year, t imate}pressure is greatly mitigated. 
But the fear of tiee breaking out of this unknown disease. in names 
tatoes induces the holders to hurry into the market, and thus we 
have at one and the same time rapid consumption and impendin 
eee sere of the article and eh of price. The ulti- 
mate suffering must thereby be rend far more severe than it 
otherwise would be. The evil to which I have adverted may be 
owing to an adverse season, to a mysterious disease in the potato, to 
want of science or of care in. propagating the plant. In any of these 
cases Government is no more subject to blame for the failure of the 
potato crop, than it was entitled to credit for the plentiful corn har- 
vests which we have lately enjoyed. 

Another evil, however, er, which we are snufferi 
of ministerial counsel and parliamentary law. It is 
Sequence of an act of parliament, passed three ears on the re- 
coramendation of the t advisers of the Crown. By this law 
grain of all kinds has eaaste Seniest bo very high duties on im- 
pcre; ‘These duties are so contrived tha the worse the quality of 
~ corn the higher is the duty ; so that when good wheat rises to 70s 

quarter the average price of all wheat is 57s or,58s, and the duty 
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15s or 14s a quarter. Thus the corn barometer points to fair while 
the ship is bending under a storm. 

The defect was pointed out many years ago by 
laws, and was urged upon the attention of the House of Commons 
when the present act was under consideration. 

But I confess that on the general subject wr have in the 


writers on the corn 


course of twenty years undergone a greatalteration. I used to be of 
opinion that corn was an exception to the general rules of political 
economy ; but observation and experience have convinced me that 
we ought tu abstain from all interference with the supply of food, 
Neither a government nor a legislature can ever late the corn 
market with the benficial effects which the entire om of sale 
and purchase are sure of themselves to produce. 

I te for several years endeavoured to obtain a compromise on 
this subject. In 1839 I voted for a committee of the whole house, 
with the view of supporting the substitution of a moderate fix 
duty for the sliding scale. In 1841 I announeed the intention of the 
then Government of proposing a fixed duty of 8sa quarter. In the 
past session I proposed the imposition of some lower duty. These pro- 
positions were successively rejected. The present First Lord of the 
freasury met them in 1839, 1840, and 1641 by eloquent panegyrics 
of the existing system—the plenty it had caused, the rural happi- 
ness it had diffused. He. met the p itions for diminished pro- 
tection in the same way in which he had met the offer of securitics for 
Protestant interests in 1817 and 1825—in the same way in which 
he met the proposal to allow Manchester, Leeds, and Birmingham 
to send members to parliamentin 1830. 

The result of resistance to qualified concessions must be the same 
in the present instance as in those I have mentioned. It isno longer 
worth while to contend for a fixed duty. In 1841 the free trade 
party would have agreed to a duty of 8s a quarter on wheat, and 
after a lapse of years this duty might have been further reduced, 
and ultimately abolished. But the imposition of any duty at present, 
without a provision for its extinction within a short period, would 
but prolong a contest already Lee ewe 4 fruitful of animosity and 
discontent. The struggle to make bread scarce and dear, when it 
is clear that part, at least, of the additional price goes to increase 
rent, is a struggle deeply injurious to an aristocracy which (this 

uarrel once removed) is strong in property, strong in the construc- 
tion of our legislature, strong in opinion, strong in ancient associa- 
tions, and the memory of immortal services. 

Let us, then, unite to put an end toa system which has been proved 
to be the blight of commerce, the bane of agriculture, the source 
of bitter divisions among classes, the cause of penury, fever, mor- 
tality, and crime among the people. 

But if this end is to be achieved, it must be gained by the une- 

uivoeal expression of the public voice. {t is not to be denied 
that many elections for cities and towns in 1841, and some in 1845, 
appear to favour the assertion that free trade is not popular with the 
great mass of the community. The Government appear to be wait- 
ing for some excuse to give up the present corn law. Let the 
people, by petition, by address, by remonstrance, affurd them the 
excuse they seek. Let the ministry propose such a revision of 
the taxes as in their opinion may render the public burdens more 
just and more equal; let them add any other provisions which 
caution and even scrupulous forbearance may suggest; but let the 
removal of restrictions on the admission of the maiu articles of 
food and clothing used by the mass of the people be required, in 
plain terms, as useful to all great interests, and indispensable to the 
progress of the nation.

Was so great as to cause the crockery in houses oppesite to fall off the shelves; 
and, the windows being open, the houses were filled with dust, which d sabled 
the inhabitants from seeing the cause and increased their alarm.

favourable to the cause of free trade, upon the register of the West Riding of 
Yorkshire. The large hall was filled almost to suffocation for some time before 
the commencement of the proceedings. At seven o'clock, Mr Cobden and 
Mr Bright took their seata upon the platform, and were recciyed with the most 
enthusiastic cheers. Mr Edward Smith, of Sheffield, was called to the chair, 
No inconaiderable portion of the audience consisted of ladies. 

An advance of sixpence per day has been given to the thick colliers at Dudley, 
making their wages now 5s per day.—Birmingham Coal Gazetie. 

OPERATIVE 'TAILoRS.—A document, drawn up with apparently great care by 
the Operative Tailors’ Association, shows that in Liverpool 1,137 men, 333 women, 
and 41 boys are employed in their own houses, which are for the most part in, a 
dirty and unhealthy state ; while only 903 men and 139 boys are employed: in 
workshops on their masters premises. Of the dwellings used as workshops 522 
are bedrooms and 127 are cellars; while in 222 courts partics are working at 
home for shops. 

THE ConDEMNED Stivers.—aA respite was received on Friday 
from the Secretary of State, respiting the condemned pirates till the 15th of De. 
cember. The tidings were communicated to the prisoners by John Milford, of 
Coaver, Esq., who, speaking Spanish, has, at the desire of the High Sheriff, fre- 
quently visited them, and manifested the greatest attention and humanity to 
these unhappy men. The prisoners have been attended by the Key. Thomas 
Costelloe, Catholic priest of Tiverton, and Dr De Lina, of London, is. seom ex- 
pected to render his very valuable services. ‘The prisoners are all in good health ; 
Serva, who was dreadfully diseased, having, by the medical treatment and disci- 
pline, been restored to health, and his stern spirit has yiclded somewhat beneath 
the effects of confinement and reflection.— Western Times. 

FATAL Expiosion at BrsHorpwrarmovTa Iron Wonrks.—A dreadfal ex- 
plosion took place on Wednesday morning, at the iron works belonging to 
Messrs Cargill, Mounsey, and Co. in consequence of the explosion of a 
boiler connected with those extensive works, where between 700 and 800 
men are employed. The accident occurred when the greatest part of the work- 
men were absent at breakfast. Two boys and two men were killed. The 
damage to the works is estimated at about 1000/. So terrific was the blast that 
some of the materials were blown to a distance of four or five hundred yards, 
and injured the engine upon the Hetton Coal Company’s railway; about half 
of the boiler was blown against the Bishopwearmouth Glass Works, belongiug to 
James Hartley, Estj., and the remainder was shivered to atoms. Five men 
and boys were wounded severely, but weare glad to hear that they are going 
on favourably, wtih the exception of a boy named Pearson, who had. his seul!

STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK. ° 


Tue quantity of wheat on sale in Mark lane last Monday was very 
limited, as well from the near as distant counties, and a frosty night 
or two having improved the condition of the samples, the malters 
took off the supply eagerly at an advance of 1s to 2s per qr. 

Foreign free wheat was held at a like improvement in value, but 
the transactions were only to a limited extent. ‘The fresh importa- 
tions of foreign amounted to 21,299 qrs, Dantzic supplying 9,310 qrs 
thereof, other ports of the Bultic 5,995 qrs ; the remainder came from 
re Launceston, Leghorn, Marseilles, Nantes, Newstadt and 
Seville. ‘There were few buyers of bonded, but fully previous rates 
were demanded, with no disposition evinced on the part of holders to 
force sales in any description. 

Flour was in good reqnest, and former rates were well supported ; 
the supply of English was only 4,51! sacks, with 20 sacks from Le; - 
horn an experimental shipment most probably), and 2,504 barrels 
from the United States and Canada. Barley was taken slowly at bare- 
ly former terms. The importation of foreign Consisted Of 3;T8T qs 
from the Danish islands. The arrivals of oats were very large, 
amounting collectively to 70,524 qrs, our own coast furnishing 6,761 
qrs; Scotland 1,122 qrs, lreland 47,470 qrs, and various continental 
ports 15,181 qrs; the depression experienced in this article the past 
week was partially removed, and although the prices of the previous 
Monday were'not fully recovered, yet a large amount of business was 
transacted at ‘nearly the currency of that day. 

Beans were more saleable notwithstanding 6,262 qrs of foreign had 
arrived ; prices of good qualities were well maintained. The importa- 
tion of peas consisted of 1,290 qrs, and for a'l sorts former terms were 
obtained.

We have received from highly respectable quarters the following com- 
munications respecting this season's culture of indigo in India, dated 
Calcutta, the 4th of October :— 

“ We have now arrived at the usual period which closes the native 
mercantile year, and the * Dorga ” festivities, which commence te-morrow, 
will cause a complete cessation of business during nearly a fortnight. 

We have heard of no other sales of indigo, since our last report of the 6th 
ultimo, and do not expect to see the market fairly open until we are in 
possession of the news of the London October sale. 

The manufacture in Bengal has been closed for sometime. past, with a 
slight reduction in the anticipated returus irom, Nuddeah and Kishmaguhr, 
ln Tirhoot and Chuprah the second euttings are progressing with the same 
diversity of success which marked the first, some loenlities doing exceedingly 
well, and others most indifferently. ‘The Khoontee crop in the Benares 
Zillah: has been generally good, though not so productive as was at first 
expected, owing to the duration of the late rains. In the Doab some 
factorics will considerably exceed their original estimates, and others fall 
short of them in almost equal proportion, 

We have therefore revised with great care our former calculations, and 
find the result to be as under:

The coffee crop will therefore prove the shortest ever known. On some

nutive as to be utterly unfit for the market, and would not pay the expense 
| of picking. Other estates more favourably situated will not gather more 
than one-third of the usual quantity, whilst even those at the greatest alti- 
tade have also generally suffered. lo the midst of this general failure it is 
consolatory to know that the peenliar appearance of the berries has never 
heen previously witnessed in Ceylon ; as this proves that such a season as 
the present must be of very infrequent occurreuce. a. 

The sugar cane has suffered, though not iv the same ratio, and the advan- 
tageous sule of two sugar estates in the vicinity of Negombo within the last 
month attests that the public confidence in Ceylon sugar speculations is 
rather on the increase than otherwise ; nor is it improbable, by the judici- 
ous selection of that description of soil which experience has pointed out as 
the most favourable for the luxurions developemcnt of the sugar cane, and 
by skilful management, that sugar may one day be exported from Ces ton of 
a quality that may rival in excellence the produce of the West ludies.

FRENCH RAILWAYS. 


(From our own Correspondent.) 
Paris, Nov, 26, 1845, 

Ewery kind of bad news has co-operated since my last letter to. 
maintain our share market ina flurry.. ‘The prneipal cause of the 
heavy fall which began on the 19:h was the failure of M. Faleon, one 
of the stockbrokers of our exchange. He had made continuations upop 
more than 1,500 northern shares, and on pay-day, after the settling ot 
the last account, he owed more. than three millions and a half of 
francs, ‘lwo of his fellow stockbrokers were involved in his failure, 
M. Isot for 600,000 fr, and M, Honore for about one-half of that sum. 
Doth M. Henore and M. Isot knew of their bad circumstances only on 
the eve of pay-day ; and being unable to gather up such large sums 
at so short a notive, they were obliged to apply for help to the syndi- 
cate of the stockbrokers, whe immediately lent them 600,000 frs. A 
rumour prevailed that both were defaulters as well as M. Falcou. It 
seems, however, that M. Isot, who has been a stockbroker for about 
twenty-seven years, is worth more. than four millions of francs, and 
that he has discounted a vast deal of railway shares siuce two or 
three days, in order to refute all the idle reports which have been 
spread. Llowe er, he seems determined to sell his office, Every 
one fears several failures among stockbrokers after the next account. 

M. Falcou’s failure is a very bad affair; he had sold for a Spanish 
lady, Mrs Fuentes, an inscription of 50,000 francs, 5 per cent; he 
had received for that.sale 1,200,000 francs (48,000/), which have been 
swallowed up im the failure. A report. was circulated that Mrs 
Fuentes was but a pretenem for the ex-Queen Regent of Spain. 
proseediogs have been instituted against him. fe has been said that 

e had committed felo de se, and drowned himself in the Seine ; but 
it appears that he has. fled aud is now in Belgium, 

The consequence of that. sad affair was the necessity of selling a 
vast number of railway shares, which M. Falcou had bought for the 
account of the 30th of Nov., and all the prices declined with a fright-

GERMAN RAILWAYS, 


Cologne, November 20. 

Notwithstanding railway shares are generally low, a great pre-oc- 
cupation still prevails in Germany for the formation of new lines. 
This shows clearly that there is something more than stock-jobbing 
in this movement. ‘Ihe great stimulus is the advantage that might 
be derived from the new mode of circulation for the material inte- 
rests, as also for the ordinary relations of men. 

It hag often been said that where rivers are navigable for steamers 
with great speed, they possess incontestably an advantage over rail- 
ways. It is a mode of communication, it is suid, that enables a country 
to establish it with a comparative small expense, and it, at the same 
time, affords a cheap rate of travelling ; hence it is more popular, 
and the obtainable rapidity is quite sufficient to satisfy every exi- 
gency with respect to time. As regards heavy or bulky goods, the 
adVantage over railways cannot be doubted. The present action, 
however, throughout y is far from establishing the above as 
a general rule. The steamers established on the Rhine are certainly 
not inferior to those of any other country; on the contrary, the com- 
munication cere’ te and other towns ae ote - the ee 
right and left, id; the price of transport is far from being 
et; the river is em and well adapted for steam naviga- 
tion. With all this, the railway from Celogne to Bonn, established 
in direct opposition to the steamers, has obtained a success still greater 
than any anywhere else with respect to passengers. In the month of 
Baptember t, the amount of passengers was 80,791.

We have-already stated that 
the receipts of the Bonn and Cologn Railway exceeded by 11,000 
thalers in the month of Oct. this year those of the same month last. 
The traffic in the month of Sept. 1845, on the Taunus Railway, was 
95,025 persons; the receipts were 64,187 fi 2 kr, an seareeent of 
4,148 fi 20 kr upon 1844 In Oct. 1845, there travelled 55,340 per- 
sons; the receipts were 35,026 fll kr. Those of the same month last 
year were less by 2,089 fi 33 kr. The Rhinish railroad receipts for 
the month of Sept. 1844 were 67,143. thalers 20 gr, and in the same 
month this year they only amount to 65,752 thalers 7 gr. The re- 
ceipts of the Berlin and Anhalt for the month of Sept. 1845 amount 
to 8,710 thalers less than Sept. 1844. Those of Berlinand Stettin are 
less in Oct. by 7,645 thalers compared with the corresponding mouth 
the preceding year. 

The Kaiser-Ferdinandt-Norbalm, and the Vienna and Gloggnitz 
Railways have considerably increased their returns; the first has an 
improvement in Oct. 1845, of 32,009 f157 kr over the same month 1844. 
The second has a siwilar increase of 18,503 fl 32 kr. 





DUTCH RALWAYS. 


The Hague, November 18. 

The plan which I spoke of in my general review of the Dutch rail- 
ways, avd which is projected with the view of opening a communica- 
tion between the chief commercial ports of Holland, across the 
provinces of Drenthe, Groningen, and Friesland, and the north of Ger- 
many, is now so far advanced that the undertaking is to be considered 
asacertain one. Messrs Balkema aud Co., who are the promoters 
of it, will receive, in a few days, from the time when this is written, 
the government's concession. This line, which is to be opened in a 
of the kingdom where the facilities of travelling are very small, 
is calculated to give a degree of animation to the commercial inter- 
course with those provinces, far beyond that which exists at present. 
It traverses in the province of Drenthe a barren waste, which, by 
that very means, will be fertilised, and will place that neglected spot 
of our kingdom upon an equal footing with the more favoured part 
of the country. It is, however, a grievous thing that our government 
has not a more proper understandixg of the benefits which the public 
has to derive from a greater development of the railway system. It 
is not meant by this remark to assert that the government should 
sanction every projected line; but when a railroad is called for by 
the wants of the community, the minister should not listen to the 
pretensions of parties interested in other lines to which the new com- 
munication may do a pretended injury. A decision which the 
nment has given lately might be considered a sufficient justifiea- 
tiem of this remark. A plan was brought forward to carry a railway 
from Utreclit over Amerstoord, to Zwolle, along the Zuider Zee. ‘This 
line was chiefly projected with a view to amvliorate the situation of 

the smaller towns like Harderwyk, Elburg, and Kampen, by openin 
them a market for their labour; but being a more direct channe 
of communication from Amsterdam and Rotterdam to the north 
than the line from Arnhem to Zwolle, it wouid have thrown, by its 
Competition, some uneasiness in the way of the undertakers of this 
latter line ; yet, without bringing into question the success of their 
undertaking. It is reported that, in consequence of the representa-
